SUMMER SESSION SCHEDULE AVAILABLE 
NOW FROM GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Apprcximetely 560 courses— undergraduate and graduate, 
for credit or non-credit— will be offered in three summer sessions at The George 
Washington University this ye^r. A colorful poster which doubles as a class 
schedule for all sessions is nuw available from the Summer Sessions Office, GWU, 
Washington, D.C., 20052, (202) 676 - 6360 . 

The three-week "early-bird" session, which proved so popular during its 
first year (1976), is scheduled from May 16 to June 9. There will be two five- 
week sessions scheduled for June 13 to July 19 and July 20 to August 2U. 

Among the special programs to be offered this summer are: "Painting in 
France," which is scheduled in two sections— a three-week program during the 
first summer session and a five-week program during the second; and "Photography 
in France," a five-week program in the final summer session. Students enrolled 
in the painting and/or photography programs will live and work (under the tutelage 
of a GW faculty member) in a renovated chateau in Brittany. 

Several other special programs are being offered: "Field Methods in Compara¬ 
tive Cultural Ecology," a four-week (June 1-30) field program which will survey 
the art, architecture, settlement patterning, and technology of the pre-Columbian 
Mayan civilization at sites throughout Mexico and in Guatemala and Honduras; 

"Field Biology," a three-week program during the first summer session in the 
Great Smokey Mountains National Park; "Field Session in Archeology," a five-week 
program during the first session which offers training in all phases of archeology 
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at a site of an ancient Indian occupation in the Potomac River Valley in St. 
Mary's County, Maryland. 

In addition there will also be a special program in composition for high 
school English teachers and a summer institute in speech pathology and audiology. 

Other unusual courses to be offered include "The History of Furniture;" 
"Opera through Italian;" Innovations in Television Productions;" and "What's in 
a’ Name."

An introduction to the teaching of sculpture through exposure to various tech¬ 
niques will be featured during March at the Dimock Gallery of The George Washing¬ 
ton University.
